I PREAMBLE 


1, in the tast forr verrs, India ‘as had, vrofessediy an independent, democratic, 
porw'ar Government Inreality, however, no Government of the people has, 
in modern ti-es, betraved its pledges and belied its promises ae often and 
so shamelessly as the Nehru Government.

After the most emphatic declarrtion against the Muslir League demand for 

a vartition of India on commimal lines, the Coneress leaders have secented 
that unnatural, unwanted forcive avart of this country. By that deed, they 
have brought shame and sorrow, irresvareble logs and unimacinable suffering 
to millions upon millions of our countrymen, who are today, for no fault 

of their own, homeless, helpless, hopeless. Refugees stil] number millions; 
they still rend the hearts of millions in every state. Their rehabilitation, 
resettlement or reabsorption with the rest of their “ellows is still a. 
matter of naver oromises, by a Goverment notorious for its cellous dis- 
regard, the most heartless betrayal of its most solemn assurances, 


3. After generations of strnggle against British Imperialism, we were able to 
shake off the British stranglehold on India. The Congress Government have, 
of their own free will, now chosen to remain part of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations “hey tave tied the country's Jestiny to the chariot- 
wheels of ney imperialism and dollar diplomacy. As memters of that Common 
wealth we tave the advan'age of remaining helpless spectatora of the most 
shameful indignities cast upon our countrvren in South Afriea, in the sacred 
name of maintaining European ascendarcy. As members of that Commonwealth 
our Government has agreed to allow Avetralia to persist in te nolicy of a 
white Arstratia Incalewlable los: has been entailed upon ‘he mearer resources 
of the noorest neople on carth by the heedless persiste-ce in keepirg and 
raintaining our foreign exchenge reserves jin London. This association with 
ovr erstwhile exvloiter tas necessitated the maintenance of the Rrpee-Sterling 
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whieh has caused us great losses by the one-sided devaluation of the 
Pound Sterling. None butthe present Congress Government is responsible 
for this gratuitous losa and unjustifisble wastage. 


Our membershin in the United Nation: Organization is another consequence 
of this unequal and undesirable asscciation. The United Nrtions is a crcatiwe 
and toll of Anglo-Saxon conspiracy avainst the free of other countries. By 
continuing membership in that organi:ction, the Congress Government have 
bartered away our substance of independence of thie country, and sold all 
hove of an effective reconstruction <7 reorientation of the N-tional 
Beonomy, that could effectively imple ent the pledges of the constitution 
regarding human ecauality and social jistice. 


By accepting and working for the ideal of a Welfare State in a mixed economy, 
+he Rehru Government Ine betrayed the ‘ongress resolve as onuncia'ed at 
Karachi and embodied in the famous segilons regarding fundamental rights. 

The Government has surrentered to the expitalist exploiter in the country 
all along the line, whether in the mattor of trade regulation, price control 
or industrial develonment according to e planned vrograem of all-around, 
simultaneous, integrsted growth. 


By maintaining a halting, half—heerted, illogical and lopsided system of 
eontro's, the rresent regime has bred and anread corruption to the farthest 
limits, and rendered the everage citizen + helpless prey to official cor- 
ruption, ministerial inaptitude and bureau:ratic inefficieney. 


A wholesale and unabashed system of nepotis: and favoritism dominates in 
recruiting public service nersonnel, in all ranke and depatments. The 
Congress Party in power has shattered the main bulwark of efficient and 
economic administration end responsible Gove:nment. seeking rapid batterment 
in the people's standard of living. Not a serblance of impartiality is 
maintained in the cppointments made to the vulic service, not a vestige 
of fairness, not a trace nor e thought of merit in securing personnel fox 
the important offices in the State is maintaind., 


The meaningless fetish of secularism has led to wilful sacrifice of the 
interests and future of large vagrea of tke muitry's population. It has 
bogered and moragsed it tn a policy, in our dealiigs with our immediate 
neighbor on the Fest and Weat whieh constitutes tx urmitigeted menace not 
only to the continued maintenance of the independ nee and integrity of the 
country, but also to the very existence of its ages old culture. 


The most glering instanee of this senseless insistaice on seculrrism is 
the wroblem of Keshmir, where an unredeemed and imxvitent communalist is 
installed in off'ece and vested with the most uncontr.lled authority. The 
loss in money end ven in the Kashmir adventrre of the Nehru Goverment is 
too heavy, ‘oo continuous, too wide-spread to be statid even in Parliament 
in answer to categorie questions. Theve seems yet no md to that gamble; 
no term to that loss and sacrifice. And the return foi all this waste and 
suffering is repeated slap in the face of the Indian Gorrnment. 


II FARCE OF CONSTITUTION 


After ganeration of struggle for Civil Liberties, the Conrress Government 
hay framed a Constitution, which makes a mockery of the very neme of 
liberties, a great show is made of the fundamentel righis £ the citizen, 
but there is no guarantee anywhere in the Constitution for the proper 
enforeensnt of these liberties. On the contrary, this mervillous instrument 
of a single rarty dominstion often im-erils, abrog: tes, and wen den‘es those 
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rights in almost every instance. Every article svecifying any of these 
liberties contains clauses which restrict or condition it. The slightest 
excuse of a real or fancied emergency will anffice altogether to suspend 
any and everv one of these righte. 


The chavter in the Constitution on the directives of policy adds insult to 
the infury wrought by ite sister section on the fundamental rights. A 
number of long-sought objectives are lumped together in a bewildering maze 
of pious platitudes hedged round with preposterous provisions, which 
neutralize entirely the effect of tee granioise declaretion, 


The Constitution itself id a creation of a mass of unqualified, unrepresenta—. 
tive, undemocratic partisans, whose claim to their place in the Constituent 
Agsembvy was an uncuestioning record as yes-men. ‘The Constituent Assembly 

was not elected by the free vote ~f the adult citizens. They wore given no 
mandate and tad no authority to prepare a Constituéion for a Democratic 
Republic. It was chosen by one man, for one country, and one basis. It 
worked without a purpose, for a country hopelessly partitioned, and under 

e leatershin, distiv-puished for its ignorance, for its impatience and intole 
erance, and for its overweening pride. 


We camot accent this Constitution; we shall not endorse the errors, nor 
condove the offences, of this Goverment. We must not continue the policies, 
nor tolerate the misdeeds of this edministration, We shall make the masses 
avare of their dues and conscious of their power. We shall inform then, 
enlighten them, organize and agitate them till the mighty demon is roused, 
organized and ready to throw out those who have misled, those who have 
betrayed the people, We slrall use the comi..g genera? elections, nronosed 

+o be held on the basis of adult franchise, to end this reign of ignorance, 
ineptitude and ine*ficiency; of the vrofiteer and the black-marketeer; of 
the bosses an the bribers. And lest there be any misannrehension of our 
prrpose, lest there be any misconception of our intentions; we lay out here 
below onr aim ani objective, our policy and purpose on which we shall esk 
the wasses to judge us, on which we s’all ask the voters, to elect us, on 
which we shell ask the country to trust vs, to arm us, to send us to 
Parliament where we een confidently require the nresent conditions of the 
peovle's sovereignty to account for their action, their policies and achisve— 
ments, And if they fail, as we believe, to explein or justify their doings, 
they mist obey the veoplets will and resign their places. 


LIT INTERNATIONAS. RELATIONS 


We believe humanity is ea single family ell over the world, The real interests 
of the massep of mankind are iderticel in every part of the world. in the 
peneral conduct of our foreign affairs, ve shall, therefore, endeavor our 
hast to maintain peace and nromote fraternal cooperation, But ve do not 
believe that the United Nations Crganisation, and all its ancillaries are 
ivdependent and impartial enough to be adecuate for that purpose. After 
four years worting of that Organization, we are firmly convineed that it 

has become an instrument of aperessive Imperialism of capital exploitation ard 
Arglo-Saxon domina‘ ion of the world, We shall, therefore, stive our utmost 
to reconstitute ratically and re-orient completely that Organization, its 
ancillaries and activities, 


Firmly convinced of the need for world neace and of the value of internat ioml 
cooperation, we shal] make every effort to bring about peaceful set* lement of 
every. international dispute. For this purpose, we shall utilise the existing 
Internationel Court of Justice, having reorgauized and reconditicned it as it 
should be. In ease of failure in that endeavor, we shell devise alternative, 
or alditional mechinery, for reconciliation arbitration, or adjudication of 
aveh disputes, so as completely to eliminate anv resort to war. We shall 
observe complete veutrality in our relat ‘ons with conflicting Imperialist Power 
Bineks. India shall be kept completely fee from any entanglement with any a 
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We ghall offer our utmost cooperatior and willing collaboration to all 
those peonles who are fighting any form of colonialism, We shell support 


We shall enter into a Mutual hesistance Pact with the USSR, the Poople's 
Republic of China and other progressive states of the world, for national 
defense againgt nossible agsression. . 


‘We consider it immeratively necessary to develop to the utmost under social 


ized enterprise, the country’s human and material resources and to that end 
ve shall strive to bring about a ranid industrialisation in accordance with 
a vreconceived emprehensive national plan. Subject to these, we shall create 
no barriers to socialized interna‘ ional trade, frecdom of movement, or of 
settlement. We shall at the same time strive to eliminate any trace of 
profiteering from the conduct of 4nternetional trede. 


We shall strive our utmost to bring about an all-round, effective and simul- 
taneous disarmarent. Nore than half of the wealt of the world is now 
devoted te war or nrenaration for war. We shall save that wealth from such 
warton waste or destrvetive use, end devote it to the betterment of the 
masses, and im-rbvement of their starder’ of living everywhere, So long as 
the state as en organizedeniodiment of a cormunity will endures, force, as 
the ultimate sanetion, cannot be dispensed with, Until the national state 
withers avay, and the universal yorld state takes its place, some element 

of coere’ve authority, some amount of power to evfores the collective will, 
within the community es well as outside, is indispensable. 


TV _KASHITIR 


The problem of Xashwir is the result of the series of blunders by the present 
Congress Government, and more varticulsrly, by its Prime Minister, He has 
placed hie trust and staked the fate of the country on an incorrs gible 
communalist, who makes no secret of his desire to meke his gamble succeed, | 
his adventure bear fruit, and Jammu ard Kashmir become an independent ap-anage 
for himself, with permanent neutralit: guaranteed by all concerned. 


S09 lors as the nartition of India endures, so long as the present nalicy of 
the Pakistan Government vrevails, I-dia cannot look with indifference upon 
the futrre relations of this territory and of the neonle ‘inhabiting it. The 
Kashmiz isare should never have been taker to the United Netions before 
Constitutional authority in the state hed been indicated against lawless 
yaiders or Pakistan aggression. All attempts at a happy, satisfactory and 
agreed soluticn of that issue through the United Nations having failed, we 
shall take every step bv ovrselves to bring about an early aetisfactory 
solution, with due regard to the interests of the peoples of India and of 
that state. 


Vo BRITISE COMMONWEALTH AND ANGLO-AVERT CAN IMPERTALTSM 


"We desire and ere resolved to sunnort frlly with ail institutions of interna- 


tional cooperation But we consider the orranization of the British Comon- 


-wealth of Netions to be a now sinister device of perpetnating British eapitelist 


exploita'ion and European co’ omialism, We shall, therefore, immediately cease 
to be members of that Commonwealth and have no allience with the Anglo-American 
immerialists. To that end we shell purge all such elements from our civil 

and militery administrative machinery as are serving the interests of this 
insidieng international capitelism, We shall sevey finally and completely, 

al? remaining links with British domination of our national economy, like 

the Repee-Sterling ratio. 
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VI PAKISTAN ~ A FRUIT OF IMPERIALIST CONSPIRACY AND 


APEVALIST TREASON AGAINST THY, (INDIAN PVOPiE 


We are fully convinced that the partition of India vas imposed upon us by 
British Imperialism. I+ was in pursuit of its nefarions design to weaken 
india by dividing her. It is rart of the world capitalist conspiracy te 
stem the riaing tide of Socialism and to assure Fritain's own economic 
and yvolitical advantage, 


The Trdian National Congress Covernment bas fallen » vietim to Pritish 
and Indian canitalists, prrtners in the conspiracy they have infiusnced 
that Coverrrent into accanting this outrage upon India's integral unity 
resulting tn the preatest herm to the country, 


Conscious of thig inquitens origin, we shel] not accept *his cartition and 
surrenier *o the lopic of the fait secompli; while respecting for the time 
being the indenewienee of Pakisten, and i'ving in peace and friemily cO- 
oneration with that state, we cannot forget thot the oreation of Pakistan 
is a crime apainst the people of India, is a treason egainst the Indien 
Nation, its continuance a bar to the seonomie rebirth of India.

We must, therefore 5 Strive 
in every direetion pessible to seek the anrulment of this unjust, unwanted 
wmmatural vartition of India, and bring abovt willing re-union among menbers 
of the same femily, Partition must be abolished, division must be ended, 
estrangement must be uprooted. 


With that firm conviction, we shall strive our utmoat to make the masses of 
both parts of tha country realize that they belong to one family, who have 
been forced anart by the exigencies of foreign imper‘alism. We shall male 
them nereceive *hat they ere kept ancrt avd estranged by the interested 
mancevers of capitalist ex loitere of their own race. ‘We shall rake then

favoritism or invidious individual discrimination. 


YITI CONSTITUTION 
The present Constitution has been framed by en unrepresentative undencerntic 
Constituent Assembly, I¢ is designed to maintain class privileges and 


uprold vested interests It is, therefore, entirely unsuitable to the neads 
of a living socialized democracy. We ahali, consequontly, endesyor our 
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utmost to amend or replace this Constitution at the earliest opportunity. 
If necessery we shell convene a new Constituent Assembly elected on the 

basis of adult franchise, with a clear popular mandate, to postulate the 
people's sovereignty in framing the national policy and conducting the 

country's administration, 


The new Constitution shell, iriter alia: 


8, Decentralize powers and functions aa between the centre and the unite. 


Federating States shall have adequate and effeetive powers for real 
iia eh dlaeeie, without prejudice to the integrity of India, arxl 
solidarity of her people, 


b. Provide for the peoplets right to recall any representative or minister, 


e, Incorporate devices like the initiative and referendum, the ultimate 
soversignty of the people, and give effect to popular opinion on 
specific issues, 


d. Abolish landlordisn, eapitdien, and parasitiam of every kind, 


@. Give workers and veasants their rightful place and weight in the social 
evetem, 


f. Ivatitute, strengthen and mintain village Panchayats, as basic units of 
Goverment, interlinked with one another in a federal union md organised 
and working on a basis of untveraal cooperation, 


@. Effect territorial redistribution of the states on the basis of internal 
affinity, linguistie unity, economic homogeneity and geographic con 
tinvinity, 


h. Declare and guarantee fundomental rights, including the right to work, 
to education, and to leisure. protected and safeguarded by the. author 
ity of the Constitution, 


i, Define and eo-relate with their respective rights, the obligations of 
citizenship as vel] as of the community . 


j. Deelare and enforce the collective rights of the commnity, e.g. the 
right of eminent domain, and ultimate ownershin in all forms of natural 
wealth, ond over individual citizens, to mobilize avetisile man-pouer 
and material resources for an adequate and effective national develop- 
ment. . 


IX LAW ORDER AND com 
The neintenance d lay and order shail be, primarily the econesrn of the 


State Government. The police in all ronks shali be recruited, trained, 


controlled, and supervised by the States, 


The basic policy in respect of the maintenance of lew and order within the 
Union shall be laid down by the Union Government, The reeruitaent, standerds 
ef quelifications, exnerience, training and diacipline of the police force 
shell be leid down by the Centre, 


Any producer, whether industrialists or agrarian, or trader found milty 

of black marketing or wilfully creating artifical scarcity to secure high 
prices shall be punished by the confiscation of his Tliegdl gains. None found 
guilty of sueh offences shall be allowed to run any industry or trade in the 
private sector,

Most of the present day offenses are con-ected vith property end ther will 
automatically disannemr in Socialist India, Such offenses as those apainst 
the society shall be punishable by the highest penalty provided for in 
that behalf.

To explore, ascertain ani exrbit them fly and scientifically, it is 
necessary to prepare ari implement a comprehensive Netional Plan. 


The National Plan must provide for a comprehensive » ceordinated, interral 
program of sinmmltancovs national development on all fronts, including 
industry, agriculture, services and utilities. Circumstances may, however, 
necessitate a verticular order or ~wiorities, which shall be recommended by 
the National Planning Authority from tine to time. 


XI REFABILITATION OF REFUGEES 


More than 15 million peonle have been terrorized into flight to India fron 
their homen in Western and Eastern Pakisten, These owe their homeless, 
honeless, helpless plight exclusively to the arime of partition, 


We are resolved, at the earliest op-ortunity to absorb, assimilate, and make 
an integral pert of India, these panie-siricken migrants from across our 
borders. We shall settle and employ them on land and houses left vehind 

by those Muslims who have rone over to Pakistan. Lands reclaimed from waste 
or brought afresh under sultivation shell also be similerly utilized for 
the rehabilitation of these panio-strtken millions, 


The entire peonle of India shall bear the burden of this settlement, employ~ 
ment, absorption and assirilation of our str‘ecken Itin, Constructive plang 
of inmadiate applicability shall forthwith be prepared to provide adequate 
eduortion, housing and employment for those impossible to be pro vided for on 
Jands and hougee deserted ty their Muslim tenants, 


KIT. AGRARIAN REVOLUTION — 


india, is primarily an agricultural country. It is nevertheless perennially 
threatened with aerte food shortage. This is due primarily to the peasantry 
being kept ignorant and an easy prey to exploitation by landlords and DONC 
lenders. 


& large vortion of the land is held by feudal elements, 6.¢., gamindars , 

who exnloit the cultivator and treat him as a serf. For generations upon 
gonerations they have exoloited the land and leoted the tiller far more than 
they ever invested labor or capital in the land, They must, therefore, be 
ali abolished without compensation, 


In areas under the Rvotwari system, land is ruinously fragmented and the 
cultivator intolerably indebted. Land thus gets into the hands of non 
apriculturists, who lack the akill, the experience, and even the interests 
of the opriculurist in making the best of the soil. 
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Cultivation is on a small scale, with primitive implements, little namre 
and poor seed, This inevitably results in progressive decline in fer- 
tility ond yiel@, The eultivator is also robbed of his dues by the 
middle-man, whenever he markets his produce,

Prompt and effeetive steps shall, therefore, be immediately taken to 
eure this malady radically, and guard against fragmentation, ensuring 
better seed, implements, muure, water, cattle and technique. 


the only satisfactory and effective means to achieve such an objective, 

in our nresent state, is to set up a nation-wide system of uni versal 
esoperative soeleties or esricuituriats, The scope of such societies must 
embrace el] curposes of aprar‘an life. 


Starting with a basie unit of village society, the whole e-stem shall be 
interlinied and interrated in steadily rising federal chein from the 
village to the Tehsil, from “he Tehsil to the Distriet, from the District 
to the State and from the State to the Union. It shal? culminate in a 
Rstionel Cotmeil of Universal Arrieulturel Cooperatives.

Land shall be progressively held in common, or in universal cooperative 
society. It shall be cultivated on a large scale intensively, in the most 
economic units of cultivation. Modern mechanized implements, and selentific 
technique shall be emnloved, so ag to get the maximm yield with minimum 

of fart. : 


Lands now ying fellow or ag cultivable waste, shall be progressively 
reclaimed, rehabilitated, and brought under cultivation. No rights of 
orivate property shall be allowed, or reorranized in such lands. ‘They 
shell be held in com7on and worked collectivelr, or in the universal 
coonerat ive. 


Without destroying all at once the ownership rights of small individual 
agriqulturists, *heir lands shall be made part of the universal cooperative 
syatem. Adequate credit and other necessary facilities shall be liberally 
peovided for such cooperatives. 


Agricultural labor, now without land, or with insufficient land, shall be 
provided with employment on lends taken over from zamindarg or from excessive 
holdings, and evltivated as State farms, or in universal cooperatives. , 
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Provision of seed, determination of crops for each unit, mechanism for 
the disposal of the produce, as vel] as all other connected or incidental 
nrocesces, services or facilities shall be determined and provided in 
accordance with the dictates of the national plan in each case. 


The trresent. Tand revenue systems shal) be replaced by a more scientifie 
metod of land taxation. It shal! be ~arallel to taxes on ineome so 
‘long as taxeab’e orivate incomes remain, Rent from land, if any, shall 
ve neridocally readjusted to meet eanging economic conditions, and pro= 
viding adequate return to the cultivator, 


Prices of aericulivral vroduce shal’ be so fixed as to assure a fair and 
adequate retvrn to the egriculturist. Prices of commodit‘es needed by 
the agriecvlturist shall be so fixed and regulated as to ensure a decent 
standard of living to the agrieulturist, Irrigation dues shall be lowered 
to facilitate cultivators using all the necessary water, as they need and 
when they need. 


fhe burden of rural inlebtedness shall be initially lightened, and even- 
tually removed, Al] debts, found unquestionable, or of a standing of more 
than 10 yeers, or bayond abilit: of the debtor to pay shall be liquidated. 
Pending such findings, a moratorium shell be declared on all agriculturists’ 
debts, Arrears of rent, or of interest, if due to no default of the tenant 
or debtor shal? be wiped out, 


Indiats cattle wealth, though lerge, is uneconomic, Immediate steps shall 
be taken to dispose of useless and overage cattle, to secure the more 
effective utilization of the remaining catfle. Full utiligzation shall be 
ensured of a1] by-products of the cattle wealth, Adequate supply of enimal 
weodrets needed for human consumption shall also be secured. Effective 
steps shall be taten to improve the breed of draught as well as milk cattie. 
Fall and vrover cattle and crop insurance shall be provided by the State, 
All matters in relation to the cattle wealth of the country, its managenent 
and development, shal] be entrusted to the Universal Cooperative in each 
ease, 


Forests have, in recent years, been intensively destroyed, with growing 
goil erosion, or its lose and yastage through floods and scarcity of rain. 
Effective stens shall be teken to stop this loss and wastage, bring about 
progressive reafforestation and restore to the land its natural protection. 
The control, management and development of the forest wealth shall be en- 
+rusted to the Universal Cooperative. Forests being part -f the initial 
erdowment of the country shell belonr to the people collectively. No 
orivate proverty rights shail be reorganized in forests and those now 
existing shall be abrogated. 


Yealth contained in the bowels of the earth belongs to the community coliecti-- 
vely. No private vroverty rights shall be reorganized in mines or minerals. 
Those now existing, ineluding coneessions already granted, shall be abolished. 


British imperialism, while it lasted, and the still continuing feudal 
em-Capitalist exnloitation, have underm’ned the very foundations of our 
village economy, and unnatural, and unnecessary conflict between town end 
country has teen created. Immediate stevs must, therefore, be taken to 
rehabilitete village economy, and to reconstruct social life, so as to 
bridge the gulf and lessen the conflict between urban and rural interests. 


XIZI INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE 


The problem of poverty and unemployment, of National.Security and economic 
regereration, eannot be solved without intensive industrialization.. 
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To this end, a comprehensive national plan must be formulated providing 
for rapid and intensive development of heavy as well as medium and ley 
industries, an] coordinate these with village industries raking the 
leat use of natio al resources. a 


Yor a ranid, intersive and effcotive industrialization, public omership, 
control and management of industry js indisvengable. Under the present 
conditions, and varticularly, under the ill-conceived mixed economy of the 
Congress Government, we shell, however, heave to maintain, for some time 
to come, two sectors in industry: one under publics owners’ ip and eontrel 
and the other under private enterprises. : 


Social‘sed industries will include: . 4 

a. All defenge industries, including vroduetion of arma, \amaunition, 
armaments of all kinds, vehicles for transportation of\nen and 
weapons, ships, and aireraft, ete. ‘. 


b Basic and key industries of vital importanes to found and vor’ other 
industries.

¢. Heavy industries, inciuding engineering and chamical works, and large- 
seale manufactur! ny; industies like textiles, 


d. Banking, insurance and transportion and the incidental industries ’ 
servieas and utilities. 


¢. All sources of power supply, including coal, ges, electricity together 


with their distribution, 


f. Public Utilities Inuluding transvortation and comrunicationsa ard social 
services. 


Small-scale cottage indigtries shall be worked under, and in accordance with, 
the national plan, threigh speefally designed nation-wide cooperative 
sceleties, defining policy, prescribing form, erranizing quality, fixing 


pricés and regulating she relations between producer and consumer. 


Tre socialized industi:y and comverce shall be conducted, either through 
anpropriate National Trusts or other apnroortate agoncy. 


Any industry or trere left to private agency shall be subject to state 
eontrol, reconciling the interests of the industrielists, traders, consumers » 
producers of rawemiterlel and workers. All industries shall be aided or 
proteeted by the siate subsidies, vrocuring raw-material or technical advies 
at reasonable rates, ete. 


The state shall rigulate ard determine the ‘location of each industry 
according to the :verall national plan ard subject to the fundamental policy 
of maintaining th. uniform development of every part of the country. 

The exchange of the producte of such industries » within India and with 


foreign countrie;:, shall be conducted by appropriate monopolist state 
syndicate wiz., ‘"e National Commereial Corporation of Indsa, 
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Trade, both internal and foreign shall*** ,,. of exploitation or impov— 
erishment; it ehali be converted into an effective means of adding to the 
national prosperity. 


For the proper, economic, successful conduct of our country's trade, a 
National Commercial Corporation shell be coustituted anil established by 
jew. It shail be vested with complete, stetutory monopoly of all 

trading transaction both internal and internationkl with the necessary, 
control or supervision over, or coordination with, the National Transport, 
Banking and Insurance Services. 


The Commereial Corporation of India shall arrange for the crocurerent of 
the assertiel raw-materials for each industry, provision of the necessary 
pliant, machinery and equipment, and econonle disposel of products of sueh 
industries This cornoration shall have full regord to the observance of 
trade treaties, 


Technical help end experience required vor establishing, organising and 
working new industzles, or for rationeliginre ewisting industries, shall 
be cb'a‘ned, on reesoreble terms, from more advancajforeigr countries. 


XIV LABR 


Labor in every branch of the nationa’. economy, including domestic and social 
services and utilities, shall be organized into avprepriate uions. These 
unions shall be consolidated into nsiiomvide federal organizations, Labor 
jaws and welfare schemes shall be o,erated through them and nll trade 
disputes settled with their aid, /11 forms of agricultural labor, ars yell 
as that engared in services, utili:ies, trade and professions, including 
animal husbandry and forestry, sivll be similarly organized in appropriate 
mions. Each local or shop unior shall be interlinked with the eorrespor-- 
ding unions in Tehs‘1, District, or State in the Federal Chain, evlminating 
in the natrreal commercial of lator (sie). 


To labor in the field, the factory, the mill, the workshop and office, ser- 
viees and wiilities, & minimz: wage necessary to raintain the standard of 
i’ ving creeeribed, shall be guaranteed. Healthy conditions of work, 
reasonable hows, and atequat, sceial security, acainst the omiinary con- 
tingeneles of working lite, ‘neluding illness, accident, old age or dis~ 
ability shall ‘kewise be gua-anteed, 


Womer workers shall ba on 91 equal feoting with men workers in regerd to 
wages, ete, They shall be guaranteed adequate lerve and na'ernity benefits, 


Children below 15 or wif the statutory age of compylsory education, shall 
net, be emoloyed for vire.sorable hours, or in dangerous trades. 


Al] matters relating tc labor shall be determivod on the basis of collective 
bargaining, negotiated by or through the National Comneil of Labor. Every 
aueh bervain, unless ‘evised earlier by consent, shall be revised every five 
years. 


When all-round soeirlization haa been achieved, there will remain no 
occasion for any d’fference regarding the treatment of workers and disputes 
whieh world need t) be resolved by strikee, Pending, however, the sociali— 
zation of every frrm o° employmen'’, the right to strike shall be congidered 
as among the basi: rights of organized labor,  \ 


x 
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Labor disputes shell be regolved and ell matters relating to workers re~ 
guleted in accordanee with the National Code of Labor Relations, That 
code shall provide, interalia, for conciliation, adjudication or arbitra- 
tion, in labor disputes. nd‘ng wholesale socialization, thore shall be 
no compulsory arbitration in labor disputes. 


The differentiation between emvlcyer and employees shall be eliminated. 
The community collectively shall be the universal employer of all cate- 
gories of labor, and the workers in 921 grades.shall meke up this 
commun Lty . 


Pablie services and the administrative machine shall be completely over~ 
hevted, to eliminate concentration of authority, corruption, nepotism, 
favoritism, and such other evils, which are necessary vestiges of British 
imperialism, . All public servants of every Government or statutory cor 
vorations shell be orpanized into appropriate unions. 


The pey and allowances of public servants shall be fixed and adjusted 

so as to be in accord with the capacity of the country. The present great 
disparity between the lowest and the highest pay shall be substantially 
narrowed down. 


There shall be a guaranteed minimm wage for every public servant of Rs. 
100/— per month. Mo vublie servant, 1n any rank or capacity shall be 
paid more than Rs. 1,000/~per month. Adequate social security shell be 
provided for all public servants. 


Ar public servant, found to have worked as a tool of the foreign imperialists, 
comunt anti-tollers or those who have participated in committing atrocities 
against the people shall be weeded out of the publie service and adequately 
punished, 


ALL branckes of vublic service, shall be recruited in the first case, in 
accordance with the prescribed tests evidencing the required qualities 
and qualifications. Care must , at the same time, be taken that no one 
enters any branch of public service, with antecedents and ovtlook in any 
way hostile to the basic ideals of the socialist, democratic society. 


. All ayts and professions shall be progressively socialized, and integrated 


into the public services. 
xv FINANCE 


As avd when socialization of the means of production and distribation, of 
oublic utilities and services, is achieved, the present sources of public 
revenue, like taxes, fees, etc., shal) be replaced hy the svrplus from 
socialized enterprises. While, however, the existing***,,. and the state 
pudget shall give precedence to direct taxation, and shill gradually replace 
interest taxation by direct taxation. 


Strict investigation shall be made in all casea of willful tax evaders; and 
those found pnilty shall be cunished directly and made to disgorge the 
amounts unlawfully withheld from the exchequer. 


In regulating the national as well as state expenditure, clear distinct! on 
shall be made between the just requirements of public economy, and the more 
demands of retrenchments. 


The enda of vublic economy wil] be served more amply and gtate revenues and 
expenditure shall be scrutinized, from the standpoint of the wisible and in- 


visible return obtained by the commr-ity for the amount spent, and shall be 
radically revised where found advisable, 
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The arrregate, as well as each vrineipal heed of expenditure shall be 
viewed in relation with the available resources of the country. The 
distribvtion ard elloertion of the several sources of income for the 

state in India, as vrovided in the vresent constitution shall be radically. 
revised to facilitate for each component unit of the union as rapid and 
intensive a develovment of all ite local resources end betterment of the 
staniard of the people living therein as possible, 


Withort questioning the imperstive necessity of maintaining the integrity 
and solidar’ty of the Indian Union, the distribution of financial resources 
as well as executive and lepislative powers and functions, as between the 
center and the units, shall be so arranged as to enable each unit to meke 
the most of its own resources and to discharge most effectively its om 
obligations. 


Consistent with our notiav to cease to be a member of the British Comon-~ 
wealth, we shal’ forthwith de-link the rupee from the sterling, The 
exchange value of the rupee with @ll other foreign currencies shall be 
astermined by the free operation of the forces of international supply and 
demand, 


Every effort shal’ be made to se:ure a full and immediate realization of the 
sterling of India, now located with the Bank of England. In the event of 
the Fritish authorities demurring to any auch demand from this country, we 
shall forthwith teke steps to socialize all the investments of the Rritieh 
mtionalsa in India without any compensation. 


Ye shell not recognize any transfers made by any Pritisher to an Indian, 
mede after the close of the war which is ealeulated +o evade or defeat 
this cecisison, 


the internal volume of currency in cirovlation stall be regulated sdaly in 
accordance with the needs of the national economy. 


Subject to the realization of the aterling balances, foreign debt, incurred 
by the union governnent shall be paid off as soon as possible. No new 
foreign debt shall therefave be incurred, 


India does not need any foreign capital for its own economic developments 3 

our national economy shell be worked on the basis of national self-sufficiency. 
The country hes avfficient resources for producing new wealth. They ouly 

need devaleping and reconditioning If surmlementing from outside is 
unavoideble, it shall be provided by imports on Government account from abros d. 


Copital, as en indisrensable agent for forwarding the process of production, 
4s ereated by Tabor, and conserved in the form of goods, teols, implementa , 
vuildi-ps, machinery and equipment, etc, It is nothing but the excess of 
surplus of production over consumption. Such survluy ahall be effectively 
wobllized at the sovrce, and conserved in such forms as would be readily 
available when necessarv for investment. 


The size of India's national surplus, and the conserved capital resources 
actually in existenes, though not readily aveilable for investments is 
sufficient to carry out over a period of years, a comprehensive national 
plan in all its sectors. 


The finanee of the Union, and of the several component units, put together 
ere a part of the total wealth produced in the country, as well as its 
consumption, Thia fact shall te utilized to make the distribution of finan- 
cial resources between the Union and the States giving the rreatest possible 
facility to the State te develop to the utmost local resources and improve 
the local standard of living*** ... to the guaranteed national aininun,

ZVI ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE UNIFORM LEGAL SYSTEM 


The existing legal system shall be radically revised, with special ref~ 
erence to criminal law and procedure contract ani law and property laws, 
family relation, including merriage ani divorcee, will also be reconditioned 
by a nnifem civil code for the whole socialized country. 


There shall be a complete separation of the Judiciary from the Executive 
authority of the state. Judges shal! be appointed during good behaviour 
to ensure their indenendence and impartiality. If any judge vdmtarily 
retired after a prescribed term of service, adequate pension shall bs 
allowed. 


There shall be no separate Revenue Courta; special tribunals may be appointed 
for svecifie purposes, e.g. an Industriel Disputes Tribunal, 


Yo puard arainst the proverbial delays and cost of justice, summary tribunals 
or People's Courts hall be instituted to deal with petty offences, and 
apecified classes of civil suits. In these tribunals the people may select 
their own judges for holding office for preseribed term. They shall be 
aided by locel residents as assessors or jurors, 


XVII EDUCATION AND HEALTH 


An irreducible minimum of education and training up to a predetermined 
standard, shell be provided, free of cost, to the recipient provisionally 
or commulsorily, for every child in the community, 


In the more advanced secondery technical end high university education, or 
research, the mmber needed, end the individuals selected shall be in 
accordance with the provision of the national plan. 


“here shall be no rnemployment, unsufficient or unsuiteble employment of 
efueated and trained persannel. 


The maintenance ard safeguard of the health of the commmnity, end the pro~ 
visions, free of cost of all facilities, apnliances or side needed shell 
he the responsibility of the comaunity collectively. 


There shall be an adequate, qualified, and efficient public health service. 
The agrregate number and personnel @lected for this service shall be in 
seeordance with the national plm. 


There will be universal health insurance for avery citizen as part of the 
wablie health service, 


XVITI TRANSPORT AND COM UNICATION 


All forms of transport and mears of commurications, together with the ine 
dustries concerned with the production, maintenance, equipments and repatr 
of the wehicles and instruments for the same, shall be owned and worked 
as soc#liged enterprise, 


Al) means of communications ty post, telegraph, telephone or wireless, within 
and without the country, ¢s well as the industries concerned with their pro- 


duetion, maintenance, equipment and repair, shall be organized and operated 
as an integral part of the national plan, 
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All freights and fares, all charges or fees for any such services shall be 
framed, regulated, levied, and collected in accordance with the provisiors 
of the natfonal plan. ‘These services and utilities shall not be worked on 
the bare commercial principles for making maximum net profit, they shall 
rather be operated so as to render the utmost service to the community, 


With a view to relieving the housing shortage, the ownership in ail urban 
land, whether built upon or not, shall be vasted in the State Government 

with the aporopriate loesg] authority, subject to such compersation, if 

any, as tha State Legislature may allow to the present owners. Large 

orivate houses formerly renting nrenises in big towns shall be taken over 

and utilised as public property to rmedy housing shortage. All buildings 

in urban areas whether residential, office premises, public buildings, shail 
be vested in the State Government with the apnropriate local authority, Small 
houses oeccupled by owners themselvey shall be allowed to be occupied pro~ 
vided that t'ev are not used to derjvea any rent or income to such owner. Such 
compensation, if any, aa the State Legislature may deem proper, may be allowed 
to the present holders, 


PROSTITUTION \ND BEGGARY 


Destitution and prostitution in any form shall be abolished by law and 
prevented by executive action. 


XIX PROBLEMS (7 POPULATION 


While a plentiful supvly of trained labor is ea guarantee of national strength 
and prosperliy, if properly employed, there ie always the danger of ths 
poulation exceeding the means of subsistence. Steps will, therefore, be 
taken to regulate the sige of the fenilies, and otherwise restrict the 
disprovortionately ravid grevth of the country's population. 


DEF NSE 


Conformable to the basic principles >f our foreign and domestic policy, the 
defense forces of this country shall be organized, armed, squipred, disciplined, 
ard main‘ained, neimarily with a vier to essuring and upholding the independence, 
security, and interrity of this coun:ry. 


The arms, equinment, training and discinline of these forces, by land, sea @& 
airy, shall be such rs to enable a1] n:cessarily material to be obtained from 
local sovreee produced and supplied fiom socialised infiigenons defense iwius~ 
tries. 


Every adult shall be given compulsory ctllitery training and be required to 
work in some social service, for such seriod as may be deemed necessary, to 
enable him effectively to participete 1 the working of our socialized 
democracy and the defense of the countiv, when necessary. 


Vembers of the Indian National Aymy (1B!) who have not been proverly re- 
habilitated, shall, if nhysieally fit, »e reabsorbed in the defense forces 
in a manner refitting their rank prior io their joing the INA.
